In the case under consideration 
convictions against some of the cor- 
porations were upheld, and at the 
same time the evidence was de- 
clared insufficient to convict any 
individual officer or employe  in- 
volved in the same activity. 


“This establishes a_ situation 
where the anti-trust violation ap- 
pears to have occurred without the 
intervention of any human agency,” 
Arnold commented on his first 
question. 

The present laws, he said, appear 
to shield individuals from penalties 
for violations of the law commit- 
ted under the cloak of “the corpo- 
rate fiction” Fines imposed on cor- 
porations are futile gestures, he 
added, when the individuals are ex- 
onerated. 

Arnold suggested that section 14 
of the Clayton Act might be amend- 
ed so that “evidence of knowledge 
of the part of the corporate offic- 
ers of violations of the penal pro- 
visions of the anti-trust laws shall 
give rise to a prima facia presump- 
tion of authorization by them of 
the acts constituting the violation.”

BRITISH AIR LINER BREAKS 
IN TWO AFTER TEST FLIGHT 


Albatross, Designed for Transatlan- 
tic Service, Wrecked in 
in England. 
By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—Great Brit- 
ain’s new trans-Atlantic air liner, 
Albatross, broke in two on landing 
at Hatfield Airdrome, after a final 
test flight today. The plane set- 
tled down with its nose pointing 
skyward, its tail, level with the 
ground, split off just behind the 
wing like a bird with a broken 
back. No one was injured. 
| Capt, Geoffrey de Havilland, chief 
test pilot for the De Havilland Air- 
craft Co., and an observer escaped 
unhurt. Officials of the company 
were unable to explain the cause of 
the accident and declined to dis- 
close what would be done with the 
uncompleted sister ship of the ‘Al- 
batross and others going into pro- 
duction. 

The flight was a full load test 
designed to measure the plane’s 
capabilities with the equivalent of 
22 passengers flying more than 200 
miles an hour with its four 600- 
horsepower engines wide open. 

The Albatross was scheduled to 
start trans-Atlantic service in 
September. ‘

ROOSEVELT MAN TRAILING ° 
IN TEXAS RUN-OFF PRIMARY 


Congressman McFarlane Behind in 
13th District; 26-Year-Old 
Candidate Wins in Third. 
DALLAS, Tex., Aug. 27.—One of 
the youngest candidates ever to 
seek a seat in Congress from 
Texas, 26-year-old Lindley Beck- 
worth, appeared tonight to have 
scored a spectacular triumph in 
the Texas Democratic run-off pri- 
mary. Representative W. D. Mce- 
Farlane, favored by President 
Roosevelt, was trailing in another 

congressional race. 

Beckworth’s ‘victory was con- 
ceded by Brady Gentry, his op- 
ponent, when unofficial returns 
from the eight counties of the 
Third District, three complete, gave 
him 24,463 votes to Gentry’s 21,391. 
They were contesting for the seat 
of the veteran Representative Mor- 
gan Saunders, nosed out in the 
first primary. 

Representative McFarlane, desig- 
nated as “my friend” by President 
Roosevelt on his recent visit to 
Texas, continued to trail Ed Gos- 
sett, Wichita Falls attorney. The 
returns, complete from 300 out of 
the 348 precincts in the Thirteenth 
Congressional District, gave Gos- 
sett 27,073 and McFarlane 24,969. 


FILLING STATION MAN BEATEN 
TO DEATH AT STERLING, ILL, 


Only Thing Missing is Seven Gal- 
lons of Gasoline, for Which He 
Apparently Was Killed. 

STERLING, Ill, Aug. 27-—- 
Chester Burkholder, a gasoline 
station attendant, was beaten to 
death today, apparently for seven 
gallons of gasoline.

Replies Horatijus Didn’t Lie. 


To this, Glass replied, “Horatius 
at the bridge stood and fought; he 
did not go 3000 miles across the 
continent.to lie about his adver- 
saries.” 

Glass said the only reason he has 
not advocated PWaA projects “is 
that I have not believed in Federal 
‘grants,’ every dollar of which, with 
accrued interest, Virginia taxpayers 
must repay.

Glass prefaced his comment with 
the statement that Ickes “has be- 
come a confirmed blackguard, sat- 
urated with hate for every member 
of Congress who voted against 
spendthrift practices of the New 
Deal authorities and against pro- 
jecting the Government into every 
conceivable species of business. His 
statement concerning me is simply 
a wanton falsehood.” 

Declaring he could not exactly 
state the facts without access to his 
office records, Glass recalled that 
in five years he had “done little 
more than present an application 
of the University of Virginia for a 
single ‘grant’ without one word of 
‘insistence.’ ” 

Glass said he had also urged that a 
certain part of an _appropriation 
authorized by Congress for the 
Blue Ridge Parkway in Virginia be 
allocated to a certain section of the 
highway. 

Opposed Grant to Home Town. 

He added that he had opposed a 


signifying disapproval of “all such 
things.” 

“Moreover, the printed records of 
the Senate Appropriations Commit- 
tee will reveal that I compelled 
Mr. Ickes to admit that the trans- 
action was totally unbusiness-like,” 
Glass stated.

OHIO. SCRIPPS-HOWARD 
DROPS: ANOTHER PAPER 


Sells Akron: Times-Press-to- Ri- 
val After Scrapping 
Toledo. News-Bee,

AKRON, O., Aug. 


27.—The Akron 
Times-Press, a Scripps-Howard 
newspaper, announced tonight it 
was suspending publication with 
Sunday’s editions. 

Louis Seltzer, executive editor of 
Ohio Scripps-Howard newspapers, 
said the Akron Beacon-Journal had 
acquired the Times-Press. John 8. 


‘Knight, president of the Beacon- 


Journal, also publishes the Miami 
(Fla.) Herald. 

“The Times-Press was convinced 
that the best interests of the com- 
munity would be served by one 
strong newspaper and therefore its 
owners had made an effort to buy 
the Beacon-Jornal from Mr, 
Knight,” Seltzer said. “When Mr. 
Knight declined to sell, the Times- 
Press accepted the alternative and 
the acquisition of the Times-Press 
by the Beacon-Journal followed.” 

The Times-Press was published 
six evenings a week, with a Sun- 
day morning edition. . 

The merger leaves Akron, a city 
of 250,000, with a single newspaper. 
The Beacon-Journal also is an eve- 
ning newspaper, but has no Sunday 
edition. 

Seltzer said Ralph Burkholder, 
Times-Press editor, who formerly 
was with the Cleveland Press and 
the Topeka (Kan.) State Journal, 
and Grant Stone, business manager, 
would remain with the Scripps- 
Howard organization. 

“Employes for whom positions 
are not available elsewhere in the 
Scripps-Howard concern will re- 
ceive dismissal pay,” he added.

Former-Owner of * Hope ‘Dia- 
mond Succumbs to Heart 
Disease in Boston,

May Yohe, once a famous actress 
and one-time possessor of the ill- 
starred Hope diamond, died early 
today of heart disease. 

Announcement of her death was 
made by her husband, Capt. John

cumbed at 12:30 a. m., after being 
ill less than a day. 

He said she arose yesterday 
morning “feeling fine” but was 
stricken during the day, 
Conspicuous in the life of “the 
gay nineties,” May Yohe’s vi- 
tality, rich contralto voice and 
careless disregard of convention 
drew the attention of four conti- 
nents. :

‘‘“REITERATION” OF

‘‘Timely to Take Care That 
Hearth of European Un- 
rest Does Not Find New 
Fuel,” Officials Say.

BERLIN, Aug. 27.—High Ger- 
man political circles took the posi- 


tion tonight that Sir John Simon's 
talk at Lanark, Scotland, today 
gave “virtual encouragement for 
notorious, crisis-causing elements 
in Czechoslovakia.” 

These circles said certain phrases 
used by Sir John, British Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, gave this 
“virtual encouragement” or “at 
least they contained no warning of 
any kind for those who continually 
intensify the conflict through 
planned terror against non-Czech 
nationals.” 

Keen disappointment was éx- 
pressed over Sir John’s “mere re- 
iteration” of Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain’s declaration of 
March 24 that Britain would be 
“unlikely” to be able to keep out 
of a European war. 

(Sir John also uttered an unmis- 
takeable plea to Germany to take 
pressure off the dispute in Czech- 
slovakia, where the Nazi-supported 
German Sudeten party demands 
autonomy.) 

Reply to Simon’s “Hints.” 

German political circles said it 
would be “timely to take care that 
the hearth of European unrest, 
which presents circumstances in 
Czechoslovakia cause, does not find 
new fuel.” 

This, they said, was the answer 
to Sir John’s “hints” that any local 
conflict might spread. They in- 
terpreted his suggestions as indi- 
cating that Great Britain was en- 
couraging the Czechoslovaks to 
“maintain their thus far unyield- 
ing position toward demands of 
Sudeten Germans even at the risk 
of such a conflict.” 

High officials showed displeas- 
ure over the “hastiness with which 

various British and French an- 
nouncements” have expressed the 
Czechoslovak Govérnment’s “read- 
iness” for a peaceful settlement “at 
the present stage, although the 
contents of supposedly newly 
planned Czech proposals are not 
even known.” 
Horthy Starts Home. 

Admiral Horthy, regent to Hun- 
gary, started home tonight with his 
party of Hungarian government 
leaders after a week in which the 
Nazis did their utmost to impress 
them with the Reich's armed might 
and to develop a close working co- 
operation between Budapest and 
Berlin. 

Chancellor Hitler resumed his in- 
gpection of Germany’s troops and 
military plants, which he inter- 
rupted to entertain the Hungarian 
party. 

An official announcement said 
the Reichfuehrer was busy on @ 
tour of inspection in north and 
northwest Germany. He was he- 
lHeved to be familiarizing himself

Czechoslovakia Press Relieved by 
Simon’s Stand. 
By the Associaied Press. 

PRAHA, Aug. 27.—The Czecho- 
slovakian press took comfort from 
Sir John Simon’s speech at Lan- 
ark, Scotland, serving notice that 
Great Britain might have to fight 
should Germany start a war in 
Central Europe. 

“The word which was missing in 
the critical days of 1914 has been 
spoken,” said one newspaper, 
“twenty-four years ago the attitude 
of Great Britain towards continen- 
tal conflict was unknown. Now 
there is clarity on that point.” 

An official Government .state- 
ment said the Government and the 
people were well prepared for a 
critical September.” The state- 
ment declared that becaues of the 
good will the Government had 
shown in negotiations with Sudeten 
Germans it “enters the fateful week 
before the Nurnberg Nazi party 
congress (which begins Sept: 5) 
with a good conscience.” 

- Budeten German party circles, in 
their official party organ criticised 
the address of Sir John Simon at 
Lanark, Scotland, as having failed 
to blame the Czechoslovak Govern- 
ment for “delay in negotiations” for 
settlement of the minority dispute. 
, Officials interpreted the address 
of Sir John Simon as a reiteration 
of Prime Minister Neville Cham- 
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berlain’s stand last March. 
(During high tension between 
Gefmany and Czechoslovakia, the 
British Prime Minister, March 24, 
refused Britain’s guarantee to back 
France if France were called on 
to fulfill its treaty obligation to aid 
Czechoslovakia against invasion. 
But he warned that “if war were 
to break out it would be unlikely 
to be confined to those who have 
assumed such obligations. Sir John 
Simon, Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and former Foreign Min- 
ister, said today that Great Brit- 
ain’s stand was still the same.) 
German Press Abusive. 
Part of the German press 4as- 
sailed all Czechoslovakia because a 
small provincial newspaper in this 
country had printed an article 
purporting to describe the sacking 
of a French city by German sol- 
diers in the World War. 

(It was disclosed in Berlin that 
the German Minister to Praha had 
been instructed to protest against 
what was considered an insult to 
the memory of German soldiers in 
the World War by the Czechoslo- 
vak daily newspaper Morav-Skoslez- 
ski Denik, demand punishment of 
its editors afid guarantees that 
such insults would not be repeated.) 

Czechoslovak officials insisted on 
the accuracy of reports that Ger- 
many had notified several nations, 
including the Balkan States, that 
German support of the Sudeten Ger- 
man minority’s demands “by any 
appropriate means” was not to be 
interpreted as aggression against 
Czechoslovakia. 

(The Foreign Office in Berlin re- 
fused to affirm or deny that any 
diplomatic representations had been 
made in European capitals but in- 
formed quarters in Paris said the 
French Foreign Office was con- 
cerned over reports that such notes 
went to Belgrade, Bucharest and 
Moscow.) 

Concessions to Sudetens. 

Government quarters said they 
would offer concessions in new pro- 
posals to be submitted to Sudeten 
German leaders next week. 

Viscount .Runciman, unofficial 
British mediator between the Gov- 
ernment and the 3,500,000 Sudeten 
Germans, apparently was preparing 
more energetic mediation. 

FP. T. A. Ashton-Gwatkin, one of 
his aids, returned from talks in 
London with British Cabinet Min- 
isters. While Lord Runciman and 
his staff devoted the afternoon to 
studying documents Ashton-Gwat- 
kin brought with him, secretaries 
arranged for Runciman to see Gov- 
ernment officials next week. 

At Sudeten German headquarters, 
where unyielding demands have 
been presesd for sweeping auton- 
omy for the republic’s Germanic 
population, officials said only that 
“we have not seen the Govern- 
ment’s new suggestions.” 

Their content was carefully con- 
cealed, but. unofficial reports said 
a form of canton system might be 
proposed in the Sudeten regions. 

Many Sudeten Germans probably 
would be satisfied with autonomy 
within the republic, but extremists 
of the minority, who have been 
clamoring for political Anschluss 
with Germany, were not impressed 
by the promise of Government. con- 
cessions.

AS JEWELS BY FRAUD 


One of Women Who Bought 
Goods Under Others’ Names 
Tells of Five Deals. 


One of the two women who ob- 
tained jewelry and furs valued at 
$1725 last week from downtown 
stores by using the credit accounts 
of others, admitted yesterday at Po- 
lice Headquarters, where she and 
her companion are held, that she 
borrowed $955 from four loan con- 
cerns under names not her own, 

The woman, describing herself as 
Mrs. Dorothy Collins, 28 years old, 
recently released from jail after 
serving 30 days for passing a 
worthless check, told officers that 
she used the name of Miss Mary 
Ball, of the Forest Park Hotel, in 
borrowing $180 at the Household 
Finance Corporation, in the Rail- 
way Exchange Building, on Aug. 19. 
Last Friday, several hours before 
she was arrested, she obtained $150 
from the Commonwealth Loan Co., 
6200 Easton avenue, under’ the 
name of.Virginia Higgins, police 
said she told them. Her companion 
in the jewelry-fur transactions, 
booked as Miss Dorothy Blakeney, 
4228 McPherson avenue, signed Miss 
Ball’s name as co-maker of the lat- 
ter note, Mrs. Oollins stated. 

Ease of Getting Loans. 

Other loans she admitted were 
two from the General Loan Co.— 
one from its branch office in the 
Paul Brown Building for $175 and 
one from its office in the Victoria 
Building for $150, and another loan 
from the Citizens’ Loan Co. for 
$300. She said she used Miss Ball’s 
name in applications for the loans, 
“or any other name that came into 
my head.” 

Commenting on the ease with 
which she got the money, she said 
the loan companies - apparently 
made little investigation of her ap- 
plications, as the information she 
gave about herself was entirely fic- 
titious. At the Household compa- 
ny, she asserted, she asked for 
$150, but the representative she 
talked to insisted that she take 
$180, because that sum “would 
ae the payments more conven- 
ent.” 

Detectives recovered from - her 
room at 4254A Lindell boulevard 
yesterday at $210 skunk fur coat 
which she had purchased at a 
downtown store, charging it’in her 
own name. 

Asked by reporters what she did 
with the money obtained from the 
loan companies, she said most of 
it went for clothes and betting on 
horses. She said she formerly 
worked as a typist, but recently 
had difficulty in use of her left 
hand: One loan followed another 
when she found how easy it was to 
get the money, she explained.

Hines. 

The women, Willianna Hammond 
and Lessie Ware, a Negro, testified 
briefly last week, saying they won 
quick freedom on a policy arrest 
during the period in which Hines 
was alleged to have received $500 
a week to “fix” cases for Dutch 
Schultz. 

Arraigned with six men today on 
charges of operating a newly or- 
ganized policy bank, the women 
were told by Megistrate Michael 
A. Ford to “get ready for a shock.” 

Bail in Raids. 

Instead of being discharged, as 
they had testified they were when 
brought before another Judge sev- 
eral years ago, they were held in 
$1000 bail each. Juan Campas and 
Anacito Romero, accused of being 
the bankers, were held in $5000 bail 
each. Bail was fixed at $1000 each 
for the four other men. 

In a second raid on a Harlem 
apartment police arrestéd 16 Ne- 
groes, charging one of them with 
possession of policy slips and the 
others with disorderly card play- 
ing. 

30 More State Witnesses. 

District Attorney Thomas E.

Defense counsel in cross examina- 
tion showed George Weinberg, for- 
mer Schultz lieutenant, who said he 
paid Hines $500 a week, and some- 
times more, for political protection, 
was confused about major dates in 
his testimony. 

Confusion in Testimony. 

Weinberg, the man whom Hines 
called a liar in open court, had said 
he began paying the defendant in 
the spring of 1932 at the politician’s 
apartment in Central Park West. 

Stryker produced documents tend- 
ing to show that Hines did not move 
into the apartment until October of 
that year. 

Again, Weinberg was shown to 
have testified before the grand jury 
that Hines agreed to become ‘the 
gang’s political liaison man at a 
meeting late in March, 1932, while 
at the trial itself he placed the 
time in April.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27. — The 
Department of Agriculture broad- 
ened its efforts to halt the decline 
in price of farm products by ‘an- 
nouncing today it would make loans 
on 1938 cotton at rates ranging 
from 5.30 to 10.75 cents a pound 
and increase the loan rate on 
1937 corn from 50 to 57 cents a 
bushel. 

This action was taken a few 
days after tha Department of La- 
bor had reported that the general 
level of farm prices had declined 
during the previous week to the 
lowest level in four years. 


Tne loans were offered for a two- 
fold purpose: to finance farmers de- 
siring to withhold crops from the 
market until supplies are smaller 
and prices may be higher, and to 
place a floor under present prices. 
The price of corn rose about a 
cent and a half a bushel immediate- 
ly after the loan was announced, 


Second Lending Program. 

The cotton loan is the second 
lending program started since mid- 
July. The first offered wheat grow- 
ers loans averaging about 60 cents 
a bushel. However, wheat prices 
on farms average about 5 cents a 
bushel below the loan rate because, 
officials said, of excessive supplies. 

Although southern farm leaders 
and Congressmen had asked for a 
base cotton loan rate of about 12 
cents a pound, the Department set 
the rate near the minimum allowed 
by the new crop.control law—8.30 
cents a pound on %-inch middling. 
Differentials were established for 
other grades and staple lengths. 
The base rate was 9 cents a pound 
last year and 12 cents a pound in 
1934. 

The rates range from 5.30 cents 
on 13-16-inch low midling white 
and extra white grades. to 10.75 
cents on 1%-inch or longer good 
middling and better qualities of 
the same grades. 

The Department explained that it 
set the rate near the minimum for 
two reasons; The existence of a 
large world supply of cotton and the 
fact that the Government already 
holds about 7,000,000 bales put up 
as collateral] for previous loans. 

The 1938 base rate compared with 
an average price of 8.36 cents on the 
10 spot cotton markets today. 

Officials said that had the rate 
been established above current price 
levels, exports would have been dis- 
couraged. Foreign buyers would 
have been inclined, they said, tc 
turn to other countries where they 
could buy more cheaply. The De- 
partment has declared its inten- 
tion to hold foreign markets for 
American farm products. 

Dissatisfaction Expected. 

Officials anticipated some  dis- 
Satisfaction by growers wita the 
cotton loan rate, but they expressed 
the opinion many would take ad- 
vantage of it. Growers doing so 
have everything to gain and noth- 
ing to lose, they declared. 

They said that in the even cot- 
ton prices were below the loan rate 
at the time of the maturity of the 
loan, the borrower would be free 
to surrender his cotton as full pay- |

Wallace Says U. S. Means to Get 
Fair Share of Farm Trade. 
ST. ANNE DE BELLEUEYV, Que- 
bec, Aug. 27.—Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wallace told an international 
conference of agricultural econom- 
ists today that the United States 
Was prepared to take “aggressive 
action” to keep its fair share of 
world trade in wheat, cotton, hog 
products and other agricultural 

commodities. 

While in principle his .-Govern 
ment viewed large scale export sub 
sidies with disfavor as a “type of 
economic warfare,” it was not pre- 
pared to stand idly by and lose its 
rightful share of the export trade 
to nations using such subsidies. 

Wallace’s statement was made 
less than 24 hours after he an- 


nounced in Washington the United 
States was buying wheat for export 
under a subsidy program. 

Wallace proposed a meeting of 
farm officials of all countries to 
formulate a set of priuciples aimed 
at giving farming classes a “fair 
share of the world’s income.

Bearss held many military dec- 
orations for bravery, including the’ 
Congressional Medal of Honor. He 
gained his nickname in the Philip- 
pines from the many forced 
marches he ordered for his detach- 
ment. 

He was credited with the single- 
handed capture of Joaquin, a Fili- 
pino outlaw. Another time his 
command of 25 men was surround- 
ed by.3000 Filipinos. He ordered

‘WORLD STRIFE GREAT 
TRAGEDY OF TODAY’ 


‘On Observance of Pledges 
Depends Preservation of 
All That Is Valuable in 
Life of Nations.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—Secre- 
tary of State Hull called attention 
today to the tenth anniversary of 
the Kellogg-Briand. pact with a re- 
minder to the signatory nations of 
their “solemn pledges” to outlaw 
war. 

The text of his statement follows: 

“Today is the tenth anniversary 
of the signing of the Kellogg- 
Briand pact. On Aug. 27, 1928, the 
representatives of the United States, 
the German Reich, Belgium, the 
British commonwealth of nations, 


slovakia assembled in Paris, de- 
clared that they were ‘deeply sen- 
sible of their solerin duty to pro- 
mote the welfare of mankind,’ vol- 
untarily renounced war as an in- 
strument of national policy and 
pledged themselves that the settle- 
ment or solution of all disputes or 
conflicts should never be sought ex- 
cept by pacific means. This pledge 
has been assumed by and is bind- 
ing on 63 nations. 
“Great Tragedy.” 

“It is the great tragedy of today 
that although modern experience 
has demonstrated that not even a 
victor can gain from war, never- 
theless in certain parts of the 
world strife and conflict are bring- 
ing untold misery to millions, and 
in other parts the idea of warfare 
is being actually glorified. Gov- 
ernments and peoples cannot be un- 
mindful of their obligations and 
responsibilities, for on the’ observ- 
ance or non-observance of the 
solemn pledges made 10 years ago 
depends the preservation of all 
that is valuable and worthwhile in 
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the life of each and every nation.” 

The Kellogg pact was signed in 
the Salle de l’Horlage of the French 
Foreign Office. The same gilded 
room of the Quai d’Orsay where 
Woodrow Wilson brought the 
League of Nations into being. 

Ushers clad in blue and gold 
trimmed coats, red velvet breeches 
and white silk stockings escorted 
the guests and signers into the hall. 
Late August heat beat into the 
room from the sidewalks, weighing 
heavily on the packed-in spectators. 

At a horseshoe table sat Aristide 
Briand, French Foreign Minister 
and co-author of the pact. At his 
right was Gustav Stresemann, Ger- 
man Foreign Minister; at his left, 
American Secretary of State Kel- 
logg. 

One by one the representatives 
of the 15 nations signed, using a 
gold pen presented to Kellogg by 
the City of Havre. 

Tears trickled down the face of 
resident Coolidge’s Secretary of 
State as Briand spoke .. . “Sitting 
today among us in this very hall 
where his illustrious forerummer, 
President Wilson, had already 
brolght to the work of peace such 
high conscience of the part played 
by his country, Mr. Kellogg can 
look with just feeling of pride on 
the progress that has been made 
in such a short time since the day 
when we both began to examine 
the means of carrying out this far- 
reaching diplomatic undertaking.” 

A murmur of “L’Americain! 
L’Americain” surged round the hall, 
but Kellogg said nothing. 

It was all over in an hour, and 
everyone went out into the gardens 
for tea. 

Presidents Coolidge and Doumer- 
gue exchanged messages. Said Cool- 
idge, “It is a great forward step in 
the preservation of peaceful rela- 
tions between the nations and there- 
fore will, I know, prove to be an 
historic document in the history of 
civilization.” 

Kellogg, Briand, Stresemann, 
Coolidge and Doumergue are dead. 
The tenth anniversary of the pact 
finds more than 3,000,000 men under 
arms, and active fighting in China 
and Spain. 

Secretary Hull, nevertheless, 
maintains that the Kellogg pact ‘s 
still alive. Only three months ago 
he invoked it during the Czechoslo- 
vakian crisis, recalling to -both Ger- 
many and Czechoslovakia the fact 
they were signatories to the pact 
and had therefore renounced war 
“a. an instrument of national 
policy.”

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Shade Tree Conference, 


EXPERTS 10, DISCUSS 
OPERA'S BiG TREES 


Italy, Japan, Poland, and Czecho- Delegates to Conference to 


Consider How to Lengthen 
Oaks’ Life Span. 


A clinical discussion on how to 
lengthen the life span of the two 
bur oaks growing at the sides of 
the Municipal Opera stage in Forest 
Park will be held at 3 p. m. next 
Tuesday on the stage by tree ex- 
perts attending the annual meeting 
of the National Shade Tree Confer- 


ence, 
The trees, now in good health 
and increasing in trunk diameter 
about one-fourth of an inch a year, 


are being presented to the experts 
as a special problem in life pro- 
longation. 

A description of the trees to be 
given to the arboriculturists states 
that each now is more than 125 
years old and “irreplaceable and 
almost indispensable to the Mu- 
nicipal Opera.” . Becauge of the 
stage construction, a concrete plat- 
form supported by footings covers 
the root area of the trees, making 
them a subject of special treatment 
for light, food and water. They 
also have been cabled to make 
storm damage less likely. 

The conference, which will be 
held at the Coronado Hotel, will 
last four days, beginning Tuesday. 
It will be the first meeting of the 
organization in St. Louis. 

Exhibit of Missouri Trees. 

An exhibit of Missouri trees, in- 

sects that attack them, and oddi- 
ties of growth will be opened to 
the public today at the Display 
House at Shaw’s Garden. 
It includes sections of tree trunks 
in cross and lengthwise cuts, show- 
ing the character and grain of the 
wood in natural finish. Among the 
less familiar types are the Amer- 
ican holly, the white wood of which 
is used for inlays in carving and 
spindles for ‘weaving machines; 
corkwood, the lightest of Missouri 
woods; ironwéod and osage orange, 
which are the hardest; yellowwood, 
from which carpenters’ rulers gre 
made; shortleaf yellow pine, valu- 
able for construction lumber; the 
smoke tree, which has an unusually 
fine grain, and the chinquapin 
chestnut of Southwset Missouri, 
which so far has proved resistant 
to the chestnut blight that has de- 
stroyed thousands of trees in other 
sections of the United States. | 
One of the oddities shown is a 
cross-cut on of a tulip tree, 69 
years old when it was cut down a 
week ago, because it was dying. 
The cut shows that the tree, in its 
thirteenth year, was badly wind- 
shaken and the inside of the trunk 
was split lengthwise and circular, 
making one trunk grow inside the 
other like a core of wood. 

Another oddity is the burl, which 
is an exaggerated growth like a 
huge swelling on the trunk of.a 
tree, resulting from undue. cellular 
activity. The one shown is a 30- 
inch burl that developed on a 12- 
inch trunk. 


There is a collection of hundreds 


of tree beetles; mostly destructive, 
and exhibits of destruction caused 
by termites, ants and Freese insects. 
Demonstrations , 

Demonstrations of scientific and 
field instruments will be held at 
Shaw's Garden at 1:30 p. m. Thurs- 
day. Instruments to measure 
growth of trees, to calculate in- 
ternal heat, to measure the drying 
effect of winds and to determine 
moisture content will be demon- 
strated. Tree movers, power spray- 
ers, feeding equipment and light- 
ning rod installation will be shown.

DF STATE BERLE QUITS 


Resignation Effective Sept. 45 


—Expected to Retum to 
Columbia U. Faculty. 


HYDE PARK, N, ¥., Aug. 27-— 
President Roosevelt accepted today 
the resignation of Adolf A. Berle 
Jr. as Assistant Secretary of State, 
and wrote that Berle had given the 
administration “splendid co-opera- 
tion.” 

Berle’s resignation is effective 
Sept. 15. Summer White House au- 
thorities said he would return to 
his law professorship at Columbia 
University. 

Berle, a New Yorker, sent the 
President his resignation a few days 
after Roswell Magill, Under-secre- 
tary of the Treasury, had resigned 
to return to Columbia. Magill also 
holds a professorship in the Colum- 
bia law school. 

“On the occasion of my appoint- 
ment last February as Assistant 
Secretary of State,” Berle wrote 
Mr. Roosevelt, “you were good 
enough to agreé that the. appoint- 
ment might be considered tempo- 
rary and that I might ask to be re- 
lieved when certain work was got 
forward. 

“This has now been done. I have 
enjoyed every minute of it. The 
time has come to go home, and I 
offer my resignation to take effect 
at your pleasure in September. 

“I need hardly assure you that I 
propose to support your adminis- 
tration and you personally with 
whatever ability I have against 
roar enemies, foreign and domes- 

There have been reports of fric- 
tion between Berle and other offi- 
cials in the State Department, but 
it was made clear at the summer 
White House that no such factor 
was involved in Berle’s resignation, 

Berle expressed deep admiration 
for both the President and Secre- 
tary of State Hull, and expressed 
appreciation for “the many kind- 
nesses” he had received in Wasb- 
ington. | 

Replying, the President said: 

“It is with very real regret that 
I accept herewith your resignation 
as Assistant Secretary of State, to 
become effective Sept. 15. 

“I want to take this opportunity 
also to thank you for the fine sery- 
ice you have rendered and to ex- 
press my sincere appreciation for 
the splendid co-operation you have 


always given the administration. - 


“I send you every good wish for 
the future.”

In Remarks Addressed at Hitler He Says War 


Unlikely Would Be Confined to Central 
Europe. 


By the Associated Press. 
LANARK, Scotland, Aug. 27. 
6 Bias's: tezt of the speech of Sir 
John Simon, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, on Czechoslovakia fol- 
lows: 


I had the opportunity of seeing 
Mr. Chamberlain (Prime Minister 
Neville Chamberiain) , in London 
this week and I am glad to be able 
to say I found him fit and well and 
fully restored to his usual] health 


and vigor. The burden which must 
always rest upon the shoulders of 
a Prime Minister can seldom have 
been more exacting and arduous 
than in these difficult days, and the 
whole country will rejoice to know 
that Mr. Chamberlain has thrown 
off his recent indisposition and is 
now able to resume the holiday 
which he so richly deserves after 
the labors of the (Parliament) ses- 
sion. 

The international situation indeed 
gives his majesty’s ministers little 
respite and what I have to say on 
this subject today must be said 
with all proper reserve. 


Let me first speak of our gen- 
eral attitude to foreign affairs and 
then add something with particu- 
lar reference to the question of 
Czechslovakia which is occupying 
the special attention of us all. 


Policy of Peace. 


I would define the general policy 
of his majesty’s government in 
the realm of foreign affairs as a 
positive policy of peace. This has 
been a year of great anxiety and 
difficulty, and in nothing has Mr. 
Chamberlain's leadership been 
more marked than in the resolute 
and positive efforts he and Lord 
Halifax (Foreign Minister) have 
made to reduce the tension and to 
promote appeasement. There are 
great countries in Europe’ which 
have a system of government very 
different from ours, which no one 
of us, brought up in the traditions 
of parliamentary democracy, will 
accept for ourselves, but that is no 
reason why we should conduct our 
foreign policy as though friendship 
was impossible with these states of 
widely different political systems. 

For my part I repudiate altogeth- 
er the outlook which is tempted to 
say that war is inevitable as though 
certain countries were bound to be

our enemies. I would rather pro- 
[claim the view that if all nations 
alike will do their utmost to re- 
move the causes that might lead 
to war and will try to meet in 
a fair spirit the difficulties from 
whatever quarter they come war 
is never inevitable. 

The influence of Britain is con- 
stantly thrown on the side of peace. 


Why Britain Rearms, 


Our rearmament raises no dis- 
trust in other nations because all 
the world knows that our arms 
will never be used for any aggres- 
sive purpose and that Britain is 
making herself strong in order that 
she may herself be safe and may 
thus be a safe and effective friend 
of peace. 

All efforts of His Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment have been directed to 
strengthening foundations for 
peace and the adoption of argu- 
ment and reason in the settlement 
of international differences. 

We are convinced that the true 
solutions cannot be found by use 
of violent measures. Apart from 
loss,’ suffering and death which 
accompany such measures, their 
adoption in any given instance may 
easily have repercussions which 
might, in certain circumstances, in- 
volve others besides the parties at 
first concerned. And once this proc- 
ess has begun who can say where 
it will end? 

It was realization of this that led 
to the adoption of the ideals and 
principles that form the basis of the 
League of Nations and it has been 
a matter of profound regret to His 


Majesty’s Government that the ab- 
sence of a number of important 
nations has so gravely weakened 
the league as to rob it of much of 
the value and influence which its 
founders hoped and believed it 
would have. 


Reason Instead of Force. 


If, however, as an instrument it 
has been found on occasion not to 
be capable of bearing the strain 
imposed upon it, this does not mean 
that we should abandon its prin- 
ciples; on the contfary, the ideal 
of the league—substitution of rea- 
son and law for force—is a fine 
and inspiring one and we shall con- 
tinue fo work for its attainment. 

For our part, while there are in- 
terests and duties affecting us, our 
people and the people of the Em- 
pire, to protect and discharge which 
we would fight, we shall at all 
times bring the whole weight of 
our influence to bear with the view 
to prevention of the outbreak of 
war in any part .: the world and 
we shall always be ready to make 
our contribution to the main- 
tenance of peace.

This, I think, fairly expresses 
the essence of British foreign 
policy as it is being pursued and 
conducted today by the Prime Min- 
ister and Foreign Secretary and 
United British Cabinet and in car- 
rying out that policy we believe we 
have the support of the British peo- 
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ple and a large measure of sym- 
pathy from friendly nations abroad. 


berlain’s Declaration. 


In the particular case of Czecho- 
slovakia—which is very much in 
our minds daoty—the position of 
Britain has been fully and accu- 
rately declared in Mr. Chamberlain’s 
speech in Parliament on March 24 
this year. That declaration holds 
good today. There is nothing to 
add or vary in its content. 

To find a solution for the con- 
troversy in Czechoslovakia, con- 
tributions from all concerned are 
needed. As a Government, we have 
recognized in Czechoslovakia a 
real problem which urgently neds 
to be solved. 

We are convinced that given 
good will on both sides, it should 
be possible to find a solution which 
is just to all legitimate interests, 
And there is no need to emphasize 
the importance of finding a peaceful 
solution. For, in the modern world, 
there is no limit to the reactions of 
war. 


Roosevelt and Hull. 


You will have read the striking 
speech made the other day by Mr. 
Cordell Hull, American Secretary of 
State, when he laid stress on the 
widespread reactions of war. and 
on the necessity for usbstituting a 
method. of Triendly co-operation. 
What he said, and what President 
Roosevelt said a few days later in 
Canada, must waken responsive 
echo in many British hearts. 

The British Government, there- 
fore, have used their influence with 
both sides in the Czechoslovak dis- 
pute to urge the adoption of rea- 
sonableness in efforts to reach a 
solution. 

We considered that it might be 
of assistance to them if there were 
placed at their disposal the services 
of somebody who had had experi- 
ence in statesmanship and in af- 
fairs to act as investigator and 
mediator. This suggestion was wel- 
comed _.by both parties and Lord 
Runciman agreed to serve. He is 
not an arbitrator nor a judge—he 
is a mediator and a friend. 


Good wishes of all the world 
which realizes how much hangs 
upon his success are with Lord 
Runciman\in the task of media- 
tion that, with such public spirit, 
he has undertaken. He is at Prague 
(Praha) at this moment in no sense 
as @ representative of the British 
Government but as a representative 


jof all men who desire justice and 


love peace. I am convinced that 
all reasonable persons in every na- 
tion must desire to assist rather 
than to hamper him in his en- 
deavors to bring several elements 
of the Czechoslovak problem to a 
just settlement, and win another

It followed wide public 
discussion and much criticism of the museum's purchase, for $14,400, 
of a bronze Egyptian cat, dating from the fifth century, B. C. 


~- Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann, 
telling of the plan for the museum 
gdopted by the Board of Estimate 
snd Apportionment, said its pur- 
pose was to provide additional rev- 
enue for general municipal services 
and “to place control over expendi- 
tures _— the public thinks are 
foolish.

Old Story Retold. 

The City Hall’s attack on the 
museum follows the pattern of re- 
mring assaults through the years. 
In fact, it was not until four years 
after the people had voted, by four 
to one, to establish the museum 
that the City Hall first relinquished 
the proceeds of the special tax. 
In the four-year interval two law- 
Suits involving the museum were 
arried to the Supreme Court of Mis- 
sour 
Attempts of city officials to ob- 
tain control of museum expendi- 
tures, in just such a fashion as the 
‘Board of Estimate is now proceed- 
ing were made in 1922, 1927 and 
1932. Each effort was abandoned 
wtimately when it failed to receive 


popular support. 

The Art Museum's Board of Con- 
trol has taken little part in the 
current controversy, sitting tight 
and hoping that the storm will 
blow over, as other storms have 
blown over in years past. The 
board’s president, Louis La Beaume, 
has limited himself to the impetu- 
gus assertion: “There has been 
nothing like this since the monkey 
‘rial at Dayton, Tenn.” In that 
tia] a school teacher was fined for 
aching the theory of evolution. 

But friends of the Art Museum, 
md members of families who have 
‘éntributed endowments or art col- 
ections to it, have come to its de- 
lense, seeking to preserve the pres- 
mt status of the museum. If the 
City Hall plan should be put into 
fect, the museum would lose 
more than $400,000 in endowments 
id art collections presented with 
tipulations that they would revert 
the heirs of the donors if the 
Museum’s tax revenue were cur- 
tiled or its system of administra- 
ton through a self-perpetuating 
‘ard of control altered. Impor- 
unt gifts in that classification 
were made by the Bixby,’ Catlin, 

ckrodt and Faust families.

First Court Attack. 

When the 1907 election was held 
the closest thing St. Louis had to 
a public museum was the Museum 
of Fine Arts, conducted by Wash- 
ington University. The. enabling 
statute authorized designation of 
the directors of that museum as 
the Board of Control for the City 
Art Museum and this led to. the 
first of the lawsuits. The city 
Comptroller refused to permit that 
Board of Control to obtain posses- 
siori of the museum tax fund on the 
ground that it had been constituted 
by Washington University and ‘was 
not a public body, entitled to public 
funds. The Comptroller’s position

Another provision of the enabling 
statute, however, authorized the 
Mayor to appoint a Board of Con- 
trol of nine members, Mayor F. H.

Figured in Cold Cash. 


Meantime the museum, which had 
taken possession of the Forest 
Park building it now occupies, con. 
structed originally as the art build-* 
ing for the 1904 World’s Fair, had 


jbeen maintained by Washington 


University and later by appropria- 
tions from general municipal 
funds. 

Since 1911 the museum has _ re- 
ceived its special tax fund each 
year. At first it amounted to about 
$100,000 a year. It rose to a peak 
of $$278,000 in 1928, and last year 
it amounted to about $240,000. 

Washifgton University’s collec- 
tions constituted a large part of 
what the museum had to exhibit, 
in its early years as a municipal 
institution and.many of the school’s 
finest art works are still exhibited 
at the City Art Museum. But from 
the beginning about half of the 
museum’s fund has been spent for 
maintenance and half for the ac- 
quisition of paintings and art ob- 
jects so that the museum now has 
an. impressive collection of its own. 

It is apparent that if the Board 
of Estimate should succeed in re- 
ducing the museum’s tax revenue 
by half, the museum would have 
only sufficient money for ordinary 
maintenance, and little or nothing | 
for the purchase of additions to its 
collections. 

Six years ago, when the City Hal) 
sought repeal of the special tax, 
the Museum Board of Control 
added up its books and found that 
the museum was worth $5,084,000, or 
$842,000 more than the total it had 
received in tax funds. In this cal- 
culation of the museum’s value 
were gifts valued at $735,000, and 
$1,500,000 as the value of the build- 
ing, which was presented to the 
city by the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
hibition Co. ,

Probably the most distinctive fea- 
ture of the Art Museum is its de- 
velopment, in recent years, of peri- 
od galleries which recreate the eur- 
roundings in which the art treas- 
ures displayed appeared in the 
times in which they were created.

and prestige in support of young Lawrence S. 
Camp, United States District Attorney here, 
a hand-picked New Deal candidate.

George boldly accepted the challenge and the 
fight was on. : 

The attempt to unseat the 60-year-old 
Senator after 16 years in the Senate repre-

THE FANTASTIC DIES INQUIRY. 
The House committee investigating un-American 
activities, of which Representative. Martin Dies 
of Texas is chairman, has recessed its public sessions 


after nine days of hearings. 


When the hearings began, on Aug. 12, Chairman 

Dies announced they would be conducted in a dig- 
nified and impartial manner, that no “character as- 
sassination” or “smearing of innocent people” would, 
be permitted, that opportunity for rebuttal would be 
given anyone involved, that both Communist and 
Fascist activities in this country would be thoroughly 
examined. | 
The first obvious departure from this program 
comes on the last point. One day, the first, was de- 
voted to hearing testimony on the Nazi movement. 
The remaining eight days were given over to investi-, 
gating the Communists. This allotment of time was 
most peculiar, to say the least. 
This country wants neither Communism nor Fas- 
cism. The democratic system has won popular sup- 
port by ample demonstration of its superiority over 
either foreign theory. There can be no doubt, how- 
ever, that Fascism at the moment is a greater threat 
in this country than Marxism. Nazi and other Fas- 
cist groups are undoubtedly far stronger numer- 
ically than the Reds. They propagandize actively 
and openly, conduct training camps and demonstra- 
tions in all sections of the country. Some of them 
display foreign flags, wear foreign uniforms, swear 
allegiance to a foreign ruler and receive financial 
aid from abroad. Fascism is a relatively new de-. 
velopment in this country, while Communism has 
been investigated time and again. 

The opportunity to cast some needed light on Fas- 
cist activities was all but disregarded. Instead, the 
country got for the most part a dismal rehash of all 
the Red scares that frenzied alarmists have been 
broadcasting for almost two decades. There were 
shrill echoes of the Lusk inquiry of 1919, and of the 
A. Mitchell Palmer raids and ballyhoo of the same 
year. The bogymen trotted out at the Fish commit- 
tee investigation in 1930 took the stage again. One 
witness actually consumed several hours in reading 
from a 14-year-old report. Ancient speeches by Lenin 
and Stalin were quoted at length. And so on for days, 
until the $25,000 appropriated from public funds was 
virtually exhausted. : 

No smearing or character assassination? John P. 
Frey, American Federation of Labor official, was on 
the stand for almost three days, and spent most of 
his time charging that the C 1 O was honeycombed 
with Communists and largely under their domination. 
He named hundreds of persons, and the wires have 
been hot ever since with their denials and the testi- 
mony of character witnesses, including Catholic 
priests. 

Mr. Frey was not a disinterested witness. The 
A. F. of L.’s fight on the C I O, Pregident William 
Green fas announced, is being intensified. Stick- 
ing the Red label on the C I O is obvious strategy. 
There is no denial that Communists have been active 
in the C I O, particularly in its newer unions. Here, 
however, is the appraisal of a distinterested witness, 
Business Week: é 


The “Red menace” (in labor) should not be 
over-weighted; most of the American unions 
today are predominantly profit-system advocates, 
both as to membership and leadership. 


The caliber of the hearings is shown by some of 
the testimony offered. Dr. J. B. Matthews, who 
called himself a former “inside worker,” said the 


Communists, in 1932, “fully expected an American- 
Soviet war.” This must be news to Moscow, for it 
was in 1932 that sentiment was developing in this 
country that brought recognition early in the follow- 
ing year. Other witnesses identified such well-known 
persons as William Allen White, President MacCrack- 
en of Vassar and Mrs. Roosevelt as tools of Commu- 
nism. One even cast Shirley Temple in the same role. 
How about Mickey Mouse? 

Contributions for buying medicines and ambulances 
for the loyalist forces in Spain were considered 
prima facie evidence of Communist sympathies. Noth- 
ing was said about the persons who have contributed 
for the same humanitarian purposes to the insur- 
gent side. Similarly, a long list of organizations 
identified as Communist-controlled was introduced, 
including such groups as the Methodist Federation 
for Social Service, League of Women Shoppers, 
American Friends of the Chinese People and Milk 
Consumers’ Protective Committee. Why was noth- 
ing heard of such definitely un-American groups as 
the Silver Shirts, Knights of the White Camellia, 
Order of Black Shirts, Dr. Winrod’s small but 
fanatical following, and so on? 

The whole performance degenerated days ago into 
a farce. Several persons applied, but none was per- 
mitted to make the promised rebuttals. Witnesses 
hung the Moscow label on every person or movement 
whose ppinion opposed their own. Progressive move- 
ments were indiscriminately described as Communist. 
The La Follette Civil Liberties Committee came in 
for attack. It is little wonder that the Department 
of Justice finds itself too busy to lend any of its 
agents for further Red-chasing, as Chairman Dies re- 
quested, 

It has been an orgy of futile name-calling and fan- 
tastic accusations. Much the same result, and at 
far less cost, could have been obtained by reading 
one of the speeches of Mayor Hague, Fuehrer of Jer- 
sey City.

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BRITAIN WARNS GERMANY. 

At a moment when Europe’s tension is heightened 
by the growing Sudeten crisis‘in Czechoslovakia, by 
the breakdown of the non-intervention plan for Spain 
and by the German mobilization, such forthright 
words as Sir John Simon’s are greatly to be wel- 
comed, 

In addition to urging Germany (though without 
mention of its name) to exercise réstraint in the 
Czech crisis, Sir John served notice that Britain 
would fight if necessary to protect and discharge 
“interests and duties affecting us.” His words were 
tempered by the restraints of diplomacy, but their 
implicit warning to the Nazis in their ambitious 
designs was unmistakable. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer recalled the March 24 statement of Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, but strengthened that declara- 
tion considerably in pointedness and purpose. 

Of greatest encouragement to potential aggressors 
is indecisiveness on the part of other nations. This 
was true in 1914, and if Sir Hdward Grey,in July 
of that year had made such a plain statement as

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SOME QUESTIONS THAT REMAIN. 

It is a set of highly unsavory ‘charges which has 
led @ircuit Judge Robert J. Kirkwood to void the 
sale of 20 pieces of real estate belonging to two 
closed St. Louis banks. State Finance Commissioner 
R. W. Holt alleges that the Joseph F. Dickmann 
Real Estate Co., which had the exclusive listing of 
the property; formed a secret agreement with an- 
other real estate dealer, to whose straw man it then 
sold the property. : 

Mr. Holt charges that the Dickmann company 
failed to devote sufficient effort toward ~ obtaining 
the best possible price. He charges that higher 
bids were made for the property than those accepted. 
The charges, in brief, amount to allegations of col- 
lusion. 

Judge Kirkwood’s order has the effect of placing 
the property on the market again, for sale at the 
highest offer. Commissioner Holt says he ‘has the 
right to cancel the Dickmann concern’s contract for 
ah exclusive listing. If he does not have the right 
now, he should go into court and have the contract 
voided, just as he has had the sale canceled. It 
would be highly inconsistent, in view of the charges 
made, to allow the Dickmann company to continue 
with the sole listing. 

There are some other questions that remain to be 
answered. Why should one company ever have been 
given an exclusive listing of the real estate as- 
sets of banks in process of liquidation? The deposi- 
tors, having already suffered losses, were entitled 
to the »fullest possible realization on such of the 
bank’s assets as remained. : 

To what extent did politics enter into the award 
of such a contract to the real estate company of 
which Mayor Bernard Dickmann is the nominal, 
although inactive, head? Is this method of handling 
assets typical of the management of the affairs of 
closed banks in Missouri? 

These are questions to which the public is entitled 
to an answer. ‘ 
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AT THE SCENE OF TRAFALGAR.

For five and one-half years, beginning 
with an economic emergency which offered 
plausible excuse for its subserviency, Con- 

has been surrendering more and more 
of its constitutional rights and powers to 
the executive. It has come continually to 
look for White House guidance, for “must” 
legislation and “must not” legislation. 

But now the President is demanding of. 
Democratic voters in sovereign states that 
they accept unquestionably his designation 
of the candidates who are to be nominated 
for Congress and those who are not to be 
nominated. He alone is to be the judge of 
a candidate’s qualifications. 

If this isn’t a momentous issue for the 
people of the United States, there never will 
be one, The future of the nation depends, 
without q doubt, on the way it is met. 

It is not a fact that in the American sys- 
tem of government a “mandate” from the 
people authorizes. the executive to impose 
his will, without let or hindrance, upon 
Congress and the nation. Under our Consti- 
tution, the President is only one-third’ of 
the Government. The legislative branch and 
the judicial branch are co-partners with the 


exécutive branch, but not its agencies. 
The President tried to make the judiciary

his personal instrument. He failed. Why? 
Because the people would not stand for 
such outrageous «distortion of American 
principles.

Whatever the outcome 
of the present epic struggle, it is a grueling 
test to which democracy in America should 
not have to be subjected at a time when 
democracy’ throughout the world has its 
back to the wall. Self-rule in this country 
should be protected and encouraged as a 
shining example to other lands. It should 
not be placed in jeopardy. 

Thoughtful and patriotic citizens can only 
work and vote to the end that this arrogant 
bid for dictatorship will be decisively re- 
pulsed. They can only work and vote to 
the end that democracy may emerge from 
this bitter conflict so vigorously triumphant 
that mever again, so long as freedom lives 
in the hearts of men, so long as the Stars 
and Stripes has a meaning in a troubled 
world; ghall any seeker after power dare to 
wrest away from the people their hard-won 
right to rule themselves.

UCH terms as totalitarianism, social de 

mocracy, syndicalism, free market, agra 
rianism, etc., are time-saving symbols, and 
their use is often necessary. But it would 
be interesting to discover just what per 
centage of the public knows their meaning, 
There must be a considerable number who 
would like to have access to a brief hand- 
book of political science with which to pok 
ish up on these terms, some of which were 
not in textbooks a decade or two ago, 

Disappointment is in store, however, for 
anyone who, with this idea in mind, reads 
Dorothy Thompson’s “Political Guide” 
(Stackpole Sons, New York). The first 
part of the book is devoted to definitions, 
but they are too few in number and lack 
clarity because the writer has allowed fee 
ing to come between her and her task of 
elucidation. 

The reader will look in vain for a thesis 
for a functioning democracy. The nearest 
approach to a constructive proposal is for 
the appointment of a series of expert com 
missions to study and make recommenda 
tions on some of our problems. This Miss 
Thompson calls the British method of at- 
tack, which implies that -we need to adopt 
the technique of “muddling through 
what some other of Mr. Roosevelt's critics 
accuse him of ‘attempting.

was attacked at a State Democratic 
Convention at Macon, Senator 
George said: 
“I am a Democrat. I am a mem- 
ber of the Democratic National Ad- 
ministration of which President 
Roosevelt is the chosen leader. Sink 
or swim, survive or perish, I shall 
go with my party and its adminis- 
tration of the affairs of this nation.” 
Only last March, at Gainesville, 
in introducing the President, who 
this month linked him with those 
giving only “lip service” to the New 
Deal, he observed that President 
Roosevelt, was “the greatest popular 
leader among the English-speaking 
peoples at this hour on this earth.” 
His Tactics in 


Fully aware that the President’s 
personal popularity throughout the 
State is his greatest campaign han- 
dicap, Senator.George now seldom 
mentions the President by name in 
his campaign speeches, which give 
the impression the President has 
been “misinformed” as to George's 
fealty. Instead, he assails - Presi- 
dential Secretary McIntyre, Thom- 
as Corcoran and other presidential 
advisers as left wing elements, dan- 
gerous to the party. 

The Senator, who: speaks extem- 
poraneously, has asserted that 
“New Dealers are nothing more or 
less than plain Comfipunists” and 
has directed his fire also against 
John L. Lewis and the C I O. 

Federal funds allotted to Georgia 
drew the remark: “I serve notice 
now you cannot buy Georgia.” 
During a recent address, which 
the writer heard, the. Senator said 
he had “enlisted in the war for its 
duration to prove that the Demo- 
cratic party was not a one-man 
party.” 

Speaking in sonorous tones and 
measured phrases, before well- 
dressed listeners who packed a room 
at a hotel here and overflowed into 
the lobby where amplifiers . were 
placed, George said Federal power 
should not be invoked “to elect or 
to defeat.” He asserted the cam- 
paign was a struggle for human 
liberty “in which the people are 
called on to choose their own rep- 
resentatives free from control of 
an executive by whatever name he 
is called.” 

He related he had fought against 
the Supreme Court reorganization 
bill, the wage-hour bill and the anti- 
lynching measure, and pointed also 
to administration proposals he has 
supported. 


Note to President “Personal.” 
Mention ‘having been made by 
President Roosevelt in his Barnes- 
ville speech of correspondence be- 
tween the President and George 
prior to the Barnesville address, 
the writer asked the Senator to 
make it public. George refused to 
do so. He said that, prior to the 
adjournment of Congress, he had 
written the President a “purely 
personal note” which did not con- 
tain his political viewpoint. (The 
White House also declined to make 
publis the Roosevelt-George cor- 
respondence.) 
When asked to define President 
Roosevelt's conception of “a liberal 
versus a reactionary,” he declined 
to attempt it. He explained he de- 
sired to confine his campaign to 
Georgia and did not want to enlarge 
unnecessarily any differences which 
may have arisen between the Presi- 
dent and himself. 
However, the writer was informed 
by reliable authority that George 
feels that the primary reason for his 
repudiation by Roosevelt is ‘the 
President’s desire to change the 
party to a “left wing” group by 
ridding it of “conservative” Demo- 
crats. 
George also has refrained from 
public comment on the recent ac- 
tion of James M. Arnold of Athens, 
Republican National Committeeman 
from Georgia} in writing to key Re- 
publican leaders throughout the 
State, urging them to enlist 35,000 
Republican votes for the Demo- 
cratic Senator. Arnold dsserted 
that electon of George and Senators 
Carter. Glass of Virginia, Pat Har- 
rison of Mississippi and Pat Mc- 
Carran of Nevada was vital if New 
Deal domination is to be averted 
in the 1940 Democratic national 
convention. 
In a subsequent press conference 
at Hyde Park, President Roosevelt 
referred to the Georgia situation in 
asserting that “decent political 
morality” demanded that members 
of one party stay out of the pri- 
mary elections of another party. 
He referred also to similar situa- 
tions in Idaho and Maryland. 
Roosevelt’s Candidate Camp. 
Candidate Camp, described by 
President Roosevelt as “a man who 
honestly believes that many things 
must be done and done now to 
improve the economic and social 
conditions of the country and is 
willing to fight for these objec- 
tives,” is carrying on his campaign 
on a straight New Deal platform. 
N 39 years odl, prematurely 
Fie: 3 with amiable Rooseveltian 
features, he was appointed United 
States District Attorney by Roose- 
velt four years ago and has a con- 
spicuous record, especially in the 
prosecution of stock swindlers. 
He began practicing law at 17 
and became City Attorney of his 
homée town, Fairburn, before his 
twenty-first birthday. He served 
for four years in the Legislature, 
his only state elective office, and 


later was appointed Attorney-Gen- 


eral of Georgia. In 1930, he was 
State Chairman of the Democratic 
party and served as Senator Rus- 
sell’s campaign manager. 

Camp, who has a likable, straight- 
forward personality, told the writer 
he had shaken hands with 35,000 
persons in 107 counties and was 
enlarging acquaintanceships formed 
durin ghis previous pOlitical expe- 
rience. Often, he said, he would 
enter a store and have “four clerks

though the boss in the rear would 
be for Senator George.” 
Marching ‘for’ Georgia. 

In a speech attended by the writ- 
er, Camp told a large crowd at Ma- 
rietta, including farmers and resi- 
dents, that President Roosevelt had 
“marched through Georgia.” The 
people of Georgia, he continued, 
should be “grateful” to the Presi- 
dent for making it clear that Sena- 
tor George is “not in sympathy with 
the humanitarian aims of the 
party.” 

Camp contends that the Georgia 
battle is “between the forces of en- 
trenched greed on one. side and 
President Roosevelt and, the people 
on the other side.” He , in ef- 
fect, accused George of being a 
tool of the power trust and of 
large corporations and the dictator 
of a “subsidized press.” The choice, 
he asserts, is “forward with Roose- 
velt or backward with George.” 
However, to the average Georgia 
voter, the writer observed, Camp’s 
greatest appeal is his campaign 
slogan: 

“If He Is Good Enough for 
Franklin D., He Is Good Enough 
for Me.” 

New Deal Benefits Flowing. 

Besides being in the remarkable 
position of having had the Presi- 
dent of the United States campaign 
for him, Camp relies on the New 
Deal benefits which have added to 
the President’s popularity through- 
out the state. 

For the first time Georgia has 
been treated other than as a polit- 
ical stepchild.. Hitherto, no Demo- 
cratic administration spent much 
money in a“‘sure” state. Extra ef- 
forts were concentrated in states 
in the doubtful column. When the 
Republicans were in power it wasn’t 
worth while for them to do any- 
thing in a Democratic stronghold. 
Under the ‘New Deal, _ federal 
money has poured into the state. 
It has affected the daily lives of 
those in lonely places. Roads have 
been built, partly with federal 
funds; relief money has been spent, 
farm benefits distributed, W P A 
projects. instituted, new schools 
erected, jails improved, courthouses 
enlarged, postoffices and other 
public buildings built. The health 
of the rural voters,has been taken 
into account in the building of 
thousands of sanitary outhouses on 
farms. Rural electrification lines 
have. been strung—in fact, it was 
such a project the President dedi- 
cated at Barnesville. Occupied with 
throwing the political switch on 
George, however, Roosevelt forgot 
to throw the switch to send cur- 
rent through the wires. . 

Camp may reap the political 
fruits of such largess. He may an- 
ticipate also.the support of federal 
employes throughout the state, who 
must look out for their jobs. In 
addition, his own organization, 
formed in the past few years when 
he aided Senator Russell, is very 
much on the job. | 

“The Huey Long of Georgia.” 


The third principal senatorial. 


candidate, Eugene Talmadge, is by 
far the most picturesque and has 
been termed “the Huey Long of 
Georgia.” He has a large personal 
following which he is adjuring now 
to “stand firm,” hoping he may 
gain the benefit as George and 
Camp attack each other. 

Born 54 years ago on a Georgia 
farm, which has been in the hands 
of his family for 150 years, Tal- 
madge received a law degree from 
the University of Georgia in 1907. 
He did not enter statewide politics 


j until 1926. 


He was elected Commissioner of 
Agriculture and served three terms,

one of them turbulent, when a fac- 
tion in the Legislature, actuated by 
what Talmadge calls “the vested 
interests,” vainly. sought his im- 
peachment, 3 

Then he was elected Governor. 
He went out of office in January 
of last year after cutting the cost 
of state automobile licenses to $3 
and ‘affecting reductions in utility 
rates, including telephone, light and 
gas bills. : 

He runs a political paper,. oper- 
ates a big farm, maintains cam- 
paign headquarters under his Pan- 
ama hat, : 

Shrewd, an individualist, talking 
the language of the farmer, he is 
a wiry, red-suspendered figure, as 
familiar in the hills of North Geor- 
gia as in the southern lowlands. 

Just now his platform is free 
homestead land, industrial educa- 
tion to man small factories in rural 
areas, the conversion of CCC 
camps into trade and military i 
stitutions. 7 

However, the writer soon  be- 
came aware on several trips with 
Talmadge that his hearers don't 
vote for his platforms. Anything 
he says is all right with them. 
From lonely cabins, from small 
farms, the “forgotten men” whom 
the former Governor has organized 
into the “Talmadge Legion,” vote 
for “Gene.” 

There is nothing aloof, remote 
or abstract about Talmadge. If he 
sees a man plowing in a field, he 
is apt to get out of his automobile, 
step to the plow handle and turn 
the furrow himself as he talks to 
the farmer. 

He always puts on a good show 
and draws the largest crowds in 
the rural areas. There is no talk 
of things as abstract as good-neigh- 
bor policies, reciprocal trade agree- 
ments or social rehabilitation. 

Candidate in Action. 

Instead, red galluses shining from 
a white shirt, unruly black hair 
over forehead, he goes into action. 
Waving a pair of socks, he drawls: 

“Why our farmers are walking 
around in Japanese cotton socks 
plowing up corn.” — 

“T went down to the courthouse the 
other day,” the writer heard him 
tell a crowd at La Fayette, county 
seat of Walker County, near the 
Tennessee line, “and there I saw a 
17-year-old girl who told me how 
to run my farm.” 

There was a guffaw from 4 com- 
paratively taciturn crowd of 1500 
overalled mountaineers who stood 
intently in the blazing sun for near- 
ly two hours as Talmadge spoke 
from the courthouse steps. Nearby 
a soun truck bore the legend, 
“Vote for Gene Talmadge and Own 
Your Home.” 

He had summed up the practical 
farmers’ suspicion of New Deal 
policies and methods in two home- 
ly illustrations, and he added oth- 
ers. ; ' 
He attacked Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace, deriding him as a 
slayer of little pigs and promising 
to send him back to “Ioway.” 

Of the President he was tolerant 
and observed, “My folks know the 
Talmadge policies better than the 
New Deal policies, even if the Pres- 
ident doesn’t understand them.” 

“The President had a right to do 
what he did at Barnesville,” Tal- 
madge said; “and if he had indorsed 
Senator George instead of Camp 
the newspapers that are cussing 
the President now wouldn't have 
had ink enough to praise him.” — 

“I haven’t any chip on my shoul- 
der,” he continued, “and I won't go 
to Washington with any there. 
Don’t you tote any either. Just 
rally round; hold the line.” 

3000 Crowd Courthouse Lawn. 

The writer also went with Tal- 
madge to Cartersville, in the foot- 
hills at Bartow County, where he 
spoke to a crowd of about 3000, 
some of them from remote sections 
of the county, which packed the 
Courthouse lawn. It was a more 
vociferous crowd than the LaFay- 
ette audience. Almost everyone 
raised his hand when the candidate 
asked who was going to vote for 
him and work for him Sept. 14. 

En route from one town to an- 


derly man, infirm, assisted by a 
uniformed chauffeur. When he 
emerged from the Senator’s room, 
the campaign aids scurried about 
warning, “Sh, sh, the Judge wants 
to say something.” Finally compar- 
ative quiet was obtained. 

Voice trembling with excitement, 
face flushed, the influential caller 
brandished his stick and said, “Gen- 
tlemen, Senator George will carry 
Fulton County beyond a shadow of 
a doubt.” Then he departed on the 


.arm of his chauffeur. 


In one corner of the headquar- 
ters stood a ballot box to receive 
votes in a supposedly impartial poll 
conducted by an Atlanta newspa- 
per to determine whether Georgi- 
ans approved Roosevelt's interven- 
tion. 

No such box was placed at Camp 


headquarters, which was staffed by 


volunteer assistants, visited by the 
average citizen. 

As has been said, the Talmadge 
followers are the men in overalls, 
the voters of rural districts, some 
of them residents of counties with 
such scanty resources that they are 
ready to grasp at anything to alle- 
viate their plight. 

Average Income §243. 

In one county the per capita an- 
nual earning is but $37. The rural 
average for the state is $187 and 
the state-wide annual average in- 
come but $243. 

The economic and social situation 
in many counties, which has its 
political effect today in the county 
unit system, is directly traceable 
to the first “march through Geor- 
gia” when Gen. William T. Sher- 
man marched from “Atlanta to the 
sea,” laying waste as he went, de- 
stroying the resources of the Con- 
federacy in the Civil War. 

Homes were burned, plantations 
laid waste. After the war the large 
planters were unable to maintain 
their places. A feudal system dis- 
appeared. The state became a land- 
of small farms, impoverished farm- 
ers. To this day, it is the small 
farmer who determines elections, 

Barnesville. 


Until the President’s Barnesville 
address there wasn’t any particular 
issue. As has been told, campaigns 
in this section usually fall inte po- 
litical patterns. With no issue, of- 
fice seeking is apt to be construed 
as a means of gratifying personal 
ambition, and the average voter is 
accustomed to keep on voting for 
the’ same faction or candidate. 

How much the President’s ad- 
dress changed’ the situation remains 
to be seen. Despite the cry of dic- 
tatorship by the Georgia press, 
which is almost entirely partisan 
for Senator George, both on the 
editorial pages and in the news 
columns, the writer didn’t find the 
average voter particularly resent- 
ful of the President's intervention 
as such. 

Such resentment as the writer 
observed in a tour of more than 
500 miles and conversations with 
residents of every section of the 
state, was based usually on whose 
ox was gored. « 

The George supporters, accus- 
tomed to easy victories, were 
aroused to militant action, and it 
is safe to say that most of the anti- 
New Deal sentiment in Georgia al- 
ready was in the Senator’s camp. 
However, the President’s action 
crystallized the issue and unques- 
tionably caused many who were un- 
decided to cast their lot with Camp. 

Then, too, the President’s Barnes- 
ville address was known throughout 
the nation before it spread through 
Georgia. Six radio stations in the 
state did not carry it. Some week- 
ly papers which serve rural sec- 
tions had not appeared. It took 
some time for the news to travel to 
counties like Dawson, which hasn’t 
got a telephone or railroad but 
which has two unit votes in this 
primary. 

Sentiment throughout the state 
even now is in process of forma- 
tion. 

Personal Politics in South. 

Politics, like business, is con- 
ducted on a personal basis in the 
South. Of great practical effect 
was the dismissal a few days ago 
of Edgar B. Duniap, a part-time 
attorney for the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, who was forced 
to resign because he declined to 
discontinue his campaign activities 
for Senator George. 

The resignation served to notify 
other New Deal jobhoiders, who 
may have entertained the idea that 
“if Dunlap can campaign for 
George so can we,” that it wouldn't 
be tolerated. New Deal patronage, 
including a W P A vote of about 
20,000, is one of the factors that 
Camp, who has not resigned as 
United States District Attorney, is 
counting on.

To increase the source of raw ma- 
terials, plants vital to the four-year- 
plan are being erected, enlarged or 
remodeled. It is estimated that the 
state investment for fulfillment of 
the four-year plan totals five or 
six billion marks (two billion dol- 
lars to $2,400,000,000) of which per- 
haps one billion was spent last 

The program for processing Ger- 
many’s low grade irons and its non- 
ferrous metals, for making synthet- 
ic rubber, gasoline, textiles and 
other ersatz materials, is just hit- 
ting its stride. 

In. Austria, which is not included 
in these figures, the unemployment 
peak of 600,000 has been cut to 
350,000. - 

The State Department for Work 
Adjustment and Unemployment In- 
surance reports 310,000 places are 
going begging. The total, reported 
for June, was 30,000 higher than 
the month previous, and 100,000 
more than a year ago. 

Herman Goering, in charge of the 
four-year plan, decreed that every 
German man and woman was liable 
to labor service on important state 
tasks. Under this order anyone 
may be transferred from his pres- 
ent place of employment to an- 
other job deemed “more urgent for 
the well-being of the nation.” 

This was intended principally, of- 
ficials explained, as a means of in- 
suring the supply of workers re- 
quired for important tasks within a 
limited field “whose completion for 
state political reasons brooks no 
delay.” 

Single men are affected princi- 
pally by a guarantee of no loss in 
pay and return to thelr old jobs 
when their extraordinary duty is 
completed, No one may be com- 
mandeered from industries whose 
production forms the basis for com- 
pleting the urgent program. Cement, 
iron and coal industries fall in this 
category. 

Long: before this step, the Gov- 
ernment made-an about-face regard- 
ing women in-industry, because 
their help was needed. When the 
Nazis first came to power the cry 
was for return of the women to the 
kitchen and nursery. By the end 
of May, 1937, however, the increase 
of working women was almost 
equal, proportionately, to the in- 
crease in employment among men. 
Now the increase of working wom- 
en surpasses that of the men. 

Making Farm Life Attractive. 

Alarmed by the increasing flight 
from the farm to the city, Goering 
decreed a more attractive life for 
residents on farms. Those who re- 
ceive Nazi marriage loans of $400 
are not required to repay the loan 
if they remain on the land 10 years. 
Furthermore, women less than 25 
years of age are required to work 
one year on the land, or in a house- 
hold, before they can obtain em- 
ployment in. state offices. 

To meet the harvest emergency 
this year, 100,000 agricultural la- 
borers were imported from neigh- 
boring countries, principally Italy 
and Poland. Soldiers, marines and 
labor service recruits also were. im- 
pressed and Nazi sub-leaders were 
instructed to make the party units 
under their control available to 
farmers. : 

This trend is bound to develop 
further at the individual’s expense 
under the Nazi system of govern- 
ment regulation of production, cap- 
ital investment activity and distri- 
bution of goods.

the museum has the Morlaix Goth- 
ic Court, a Spanish room, a series 
of old English and early American 
rooms, other galleries designed par- 
ticularly to create an atmosphere 
consistent with the exhibits placed 
in them. 
Notable Art Objects. 

A handbook guide to the collec- 
tions, which the museum published 
several years ago, affords a ready 
summary of the nature and extent 
of the museum’s possessions. 

Beginning chronologically with 
“pre-classical art,” the book de- 
scribes Egyptian mummy casés, 
statuettes, and jewelry which it 
has acquired. Under “classical art” 
it groups Greek and Roman sculp- 
tures, metalwork and ceramics, 
“Medieval art” takes in those sculp- 
tures, religious paintings, tapestries 
and examples of woodwork which 
are shown in the Romanesque gal- 
lery and the Gothic court. 

From the Renaissance period the 
museum has obtained a representa- 
tive assortment of paintings, sculp- 
ture, furniture and ceramics. An- 
other section of the book, and one 
of the museum’s galleries, is devot- 
ed to arms and armor of the middle 


the post-Renaissance period, repre- 
sented in the museum’s collections 
by such masters as Rubens, El 
Greco, Frans Hals, Van Dyck, and, 
among the Englishmen, Reynolds, 
Gainsborough, Romney, 
and Lawrence. In recent years the 
museum has strengthened its col- 
lection of nineteenth century paint- 
ings with purchases of the works of 
such artists as Toulouse-Lautrec, 
Corot, Fragonard, Boucher, Char- 
din and others. 
Contempo Art. 

One of the criticisms which the 
museum board has faced repeated- 
ly, and which has been revived in 
the current controversy, is that con- 
temporary American art has been 
neglected in the development of a 
collection which emphasizes the art 
of times long past. 

A group of St. Louis artists, that 
does not support the City Hall at- 
tack on the museum, made that 
point in a recent letter to the Board 
of Control. 

“We ask whether it is the func- 
tion of the museum to gain pres- 
tige among obscure connoisseurs of 
art or rather function as a neces- 
Sary part of every-day life and cul- 
ture of people around it,” these ar- 
tists wrote.

“We answer ‘that the conflict in 
these schools shows the vitality of 
contemporary art and further state 
that this conflict could be intelli- 
gently used by the museum to in- 
crease interest in art. 

“Also, the difference in the 
prices of contemporary and antique 
art makes it possible for the mu- 
seum to purchase an almost com- 
plete collection of mid-western art 
for the price-of the bronze cat.”

dess Ubastet under whose Saran 
influence the great city of Bubas- 
tis flourished on the banks of the 
Nile, now has an honored place in 
a velvet draped niche at the mu- 
seum in Forest Park.

Value of Residential Con- 
struction Last Month 


Was 79 Per Cent More : 


Than in June. 


Decided increases in permit val- 
uations for residential construction 
featured July building permit re- 
ports, Secretary of Labor Frances 
Perkins announced yesterday. “The 
value of new residential buildings 
for which permits .were issued in 
July, 1938, was 79 per cent higher 
than in the preceding month and 
129 percent higher than in July, 
1937,” she said. 

“Comparing the current * month 
with June, there was an increase 
of 8 per cent in the value of new 
non-residential buildings, but a de- 
crease of 5 per cent in the value 
of additions, alterations and _§ re- 
pairs. Permit valuation of total 
building construction increased 41 
per cent. These data are based on 
reports received by the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics from 2081 cities 
having an aggregate population of 
59,870,000. 

“There was an increase of 3 per 
cent in the value of new non-resi- 
dential buildings, comparing July, 
1938, with the corresponding month 
of 1937. The value of additions, 
alterations, and repairs decreased 
by 21 per cent over this period. 
However, there was an increase of 
49 per cent in the total permit val- 
uation. 

“During the first seven months 
of 1938 permits were issued in the 
cities reporting to the Bureau for 
buildings valued at $978,183,000, This 
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is a decrease df 3 per cent as com- 
pared with the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1937. The value of new res- 
idential buildings, however, in- 
creased 5 per cent, comparing these 
two periods. There was a decrease 
of 5 per cent in the value of new 
non-residential buildings and of 
17 per cent in the value of addi- 
tions, alterations and repairs.” 
The percentage change from 
June to July in the permit valuation 
of the various classes of construc- 
tion is indicated in the following 
table for 2081 cities having a popu- 
lation of 1000 or over:

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—The stur- 
dy. upswing in home building in the 
United States this year has taken 
place without much change in con- 
struction costs. » 

Despite a wide decline in basic 
raw materials and foodstuffs last 
autumn, various building cost in- 
dices reveal little change on the 
whole in the past year. Most im- 
portant, it appears, has been some 
decline in material prices as result 
of the fall in key commodities. 

‘The Americans Appraisal Co.'s 
July construction cost index cover- 
ing 30 cities stood at 181 compared 
with 185 in July, 1937, and the de- 
pression low of 140 in April-May, 
1933. 

In 1926—taken by many as a year 
of “normal”, building, but consid- 
ered by others as one of abnormal 
activity in the post-war boom—the 
cost index was 206. Average costs 
for 1913 are taken to represent 100 
in this measuring stick. 

Why then has building improved 
so steadily this year? 

The chief direct explanation, 
some authorities hold, is the fact 
rental income, too, has held up in 
face of the 1937-38 business reces- 
sion. The National Industrial Con- 
ference Board’s June figure for 
housing in its index of living costs 
was 86.7 compared wit 86.6 in 
June, 1937. Thus, it was pointed 

out, the incentive to build has been 
quickened by comparative stability 
of rents and the fundamental con- 
ditions implied by a steady rent 
trend. 

Back of.the rental figures, it was 
noted, are such conditions as a sub- 
stantial decline in vacancies in 
many cities the last few years; ac- 
cumulated housing needs during 
the years of building stagnation; 
a steady shrinkage in the number 
of real estate foreclosures and re- 
moval of much distress property 
from the market; increasing pop- 
ulation; the stimulus of lower inter- 
est rates, including the liberaliza- 
tion of FHA loan guarantee pro- 
visions; improvement in the na- 
tion’s income, 

All these conditions have been 
reflected, authorities say, in a ratio 
of rental income to costs that has 
become more favorable to new con- 
struction. 


of Labor Statistics show, in addi- 
tion to private and municipal con- 
struction, the number and value of 
buildings for which contracts were 
awarded by the Federal and State 
governments, in the cities included 
in the report. For July, 1938, the 
value of these public buildings 
amounted to $19,887,000, for June, 
1938, to $8,046,000, and for July, 
1937, to $6,842,000. 

Permits were issued during July 
for the following important build- 
ing projects: In Buffalo, N. Y., for 
an apartment house to cost $600,- 
000; in Yonkers, N. Y., for apart- 
ment houses ‘to cost over $1,200,- 
000; in New York City—in the Bor- 
ough of Brooklyn, for apartment 
houses to cost nearly $10,000,000;

Metropolitan Area in July 
Totaled $2,012,000.

Residential building in the St. 
Louis-East St. Louis ‘metropolitan 
area, during July, followed the en- 


couraging nationally upward trend. 
Last month’s contracts passed the 
1937 July total with a wide margin 
of more than $300,000, according to 
the monthly summary prepared by 
Cc, S. Bennett, St. Louis manager of 
Dodge Reports. At the same time, 
a substantial gain over. the June 
awards was recorded here. 

The July residential contracts 


were valued at $2,012,000, a gaiu 
over the $1,703,000, the July con- 
tract valuation in 1937. 

At the close of July, the year’s 
current total of residential -build- 
ing contracts in the St. Louis-East 
St. Louis area was $12,442,000, The 
largest monthly volume was found 
in May, when the contracts amount- 
ed to $3,635,000. This was the only 
month in which the contracts ex- 
ceeded the July record. July con- 
tracts passed the June awards, 
which totaled $1,834,000. 

Since the opening of the year, res- 
idential work throughout the 37 
Eastern states has been in a steady | 
upward climb.

Family Album

Autumn _ Fashions - Parallel 
Those of Queen Victoria’s 
Time. 


F you are interested in seeing 

how you should look to be up- 

to-date this autumn, get out the 
old family album. The ancestors 
pictured there who were fashion- 
ably attired according to the dic- 
tates of Queen Victoria’s time are 
the ones to be your guides. 

When your eye glances at a pic- 
ture of a great aunt who is decked 
out in the most el~borate finery of 
her time, study all the details of 
her .costume—especially her hat, 
her hair and her jewelry—because 
they set the styles for autumn, 1938.

HETHER you are Mrs, Van-

For whether your 
clothes have been voyaging on the 
high seas or have spént a quiet 
summer at home in the attic or 
the closet the summer ones will 
have to be packed away and the 
winter ones brought out of hiding. 
And your house will have to be put 
back into suitable fall attire. 

My Great Aunt Betsy used to 
say that women usually have a 
“smart” day just before a baby 
is born when they clean closets, 
move furniture, or do other odd 
jobs around the house. I always 
feel there are similar “smart” days 
just before the fall season starts 
when you suddenly wake up one 
morning, with a feeling of fall in 
the air and a feeling of ambition 
that you haven’t had since the hot 
weather started. Take advantage 
of these bursts of energy, at least 
to get everything ready for a quick 
change when fall is actually here.

At the first sign of renewed 
vitality, check over all the house- 
hold necessities that will be need- 
ed. See that all the parts of the 
vacuum cleaner are in work- 
ing order, that there are all the 
necessary mops and brushes for 
cleaning floors, behind radiators, 
and Venetian blinds. See that 
you have a sufficient supply of 
shelf paper, and all the necessities 
for wrapping such as wrapping 
paper, twine and labels.

@ NEXT COMES the process of 
unpacking.

Your doctor will give small Tom 
or Betty a diet reasonably free of 
over-oily, over-rich, over-sweet and 
fried foods. He’ll substitute simply 
prepared meat, fish, fowl and egg 
dishes; lots of salad with light 
dressing; raw and cooked fruits 
and vegetables. This balanced diet 
will build for radiant health. 

To return to blackhead and 
whitehead removal: Take out a few 
only at a time after the face has 
been softened through face wash- 
ing and through cream. Before be- 
ginning the removal, touch each 
spot to be treated with antiseptic. 
Then, with tissue-covered fingers, 
gently squeeze out the hardened 
blackhead core. Touch immediately 
with antiseptic. Whiteheads are 
pierced with a sterilized needle, 
then pressed. In both operations, 
be careful not to bruise or tear the 
skin. Finish the treatment by dash- 
ing cold water upon the face, or 
by rubbing over it ice, covered by 
a towel. 

Finally, a reminder in shampoo- 
ing: Be careful not~to allow soiled 
soap suds to fall upon face or neck. 
They can spread the oily infection 
whether or not the young complex- 
ion is blemished. 

Give each child a readily identi- 
fiable set of his or her own per- 
sonal toiletries: two toothbrushes, 
a comb, and a brush for hair, com- 
plexion, body and hands.

The 
habit of sticking to the use of 
one’s own toiletries should prevent 
certaip needless lost days at school.

Rector Gives 
Recipes for 


Oyster Dishes 


They'll Be Back in Season 
With Coming of Sep- 
tember. 


By George Rector 


OW that the months minus the 

“R” will be gone in several 

days, our thoughts should fond- 
ly turn to oysters. From April to 
September seems a long time for 
us to deny ourselves the pleasure of 
eating this delightful seafood that 
lends itself to innumerable combi- 
nations and ways of cookery. 

It is impossible to say to whom 
the honor is due to having estab- 
lished the first oyster house. With- 
out doubt the pioneers in the busi- 
ness were Yankees and the first 
places of the kind were opened in 
the great seacoast cities such as 
New York, Boston or Baltimore. 
The further one goes away from 
the coast the more difficult is the 
problem of seafood. 

However, in 1884 my father con- 
ceived the idea that Chicago would 
welcome an oyster house and 
backed his judgment by opening 
one at Clark and Monroe streets. 


_| Three years later the business had 


so increased that double the floor 
space had to be taken. Fittings 
and furnishings were all renewed 
and the best evidence that these ef- 
forts were appreciated was the fact 
that the patronage of Rector’s Oys- 
ter House continued to grow apace. 

Chi must have been 
grateful for fresh seafood, for soon 
after we obtained the privilege of 
operating a restaurant inside the’ 
World's Fair grounds in 1893. This 
restaurant was known as Cafe Ma- 
rine, and its specialties were the 
treasures gleaned from the ocean 
and fishing banks. There probably 
was no restaurant in America that 
went in for more shellfish and sea- 
food specialties than Rector’s of 
Chicago. 

There are ever s0 many ways to 
prepare oysters and my files are 
full of recipes, so from time to 
time we will publish a few good 
ones, 


OYSTER POULETTE 


Twelve oysters and liquor; one 
cup of cream sauce; few grains 
cayenne, salt, nutmeg; two egg 
yolks; two tablespoons heavy 
cream; one teaspoon lemon juice, 
strained; one-fourth cup sliced 
cooked mushrooms, 

Poach the oysters in their own 
liquor for five minutes or until the 
edges curl. Remove oysters to hot 
serving dish. Gook. oyster liquor 
over brisk fire until it is reduced 
to one-half cup. Then stir in cream 
sauce and seasonings and bring to 
a boil. Remove from fire and add 
the well beaten egg yolks, cream, 
lemon juice and cooked mush- 
rooms. Pour sauce over poached 
oysters and serve. 


OYSTERS AU GRATIN 


One tablespoon pimiento, diced; 
grated cheese; two tablespoons 
green pepper, diced; one cup cream 
sauce; twelve oysters and liquor. 

Poach the oysters in their own 


| liquor for five minutes. Have about 


one-half cup of liquor in the pan 
when this is accomplished. Stir in 
cream sauce which has been sea- 
soned with salt and cayenne pepper. 
Add green peppers which have been 
cut into one-quarter inch dice and 
blanched for three minutes. Also 
add the pimientos, which are cut 
into one-quarter inch dice. Pour 
into baking dish, sprinkle grated 
American, Swiss or Parmesan 
cheese over the top, dot with butter 
and place in moderate oven to 
brown. 


DOUBLE DECKER OYSTER PIE 


One quart oysters; two cups 
cracker meal; one cup stale bread 
crumbs; three-fourths cup melted 
butter; one-fourth cup cream; salt 
and pepper. 

Prepare a buttered crumb mikx- 
ture by mixing together cracker 
meal, bread crumbs and melted but- 
ter. Spread one-third of the mix- 
ture in the bottom of a shallow bak- 
ing dish. Put one-half of the oysters 
(drained of their liquor) on top 
and season with a little salt and 
pepper and pour half the cream 
over the oysters. Now another 
layer of buttered crumbs, oysters, 
seasoning and cream and use re- 
maining crumbs to cover the top. 
Bake in moderately hot oven 25 to 
30 minutes. 


PIGS IN BLANKETS. 


This is a tidy little number to 
nibble on. Fine at a cocktail party 
or bridge especially if the cards 
have been running right. Cut thin- 
ly sliced bacon into lengths that 
will wrap around the.oyster. You 
will have to decide how many to 
prepare. Wrap the oysters in the 
bacon, fastening together with a 
wooden skewer or toothpick. Lay 
them on the broiler and cook in a 
hot oven until bacon is crisp. If 
you put them under the broiler 
flame turn them once for thorough 
cooking. If you put the pan in the 
oven no turning is necessary as 
heat will strike all sides.

Trimmings for 
Smooth Crepes 


ALL dress fabrics, as you have 
Frrrobabiy noticed in the piece 

goods departments, fall definite- 
ly into two classes—the rough pat- 
terned crepes and the smooth 
crepes. The rough matelasses and 
jacquard patterns are particularly 
easy to make up because the dress- 
maker depends upon the fabric 
alone for interest. 


That is not true of the smooth 
crepes this season, which may also 
be considered as smooth, velvety 
mossy crepes of the expensive va- 
riety, and a vast collection of or- 
dinary crepes that are smooth in 
the sense that they have no raised 
pattern interest. It is this type of 
crepe, which the average sewer 
who makes her own clothes chooses 
in black or an autumn color. 


These moderately priced crepes 
offer an excellent background for 
the use of trimmings, and this is 
the time to trim your dress if you 
like a little contrast. There are 
so many ways to do it, and so many 
different kinds of trimming that are 
smart this fall. 


Collars and cuffs of embroidered 
fabrics and lace trimmings are 
smart. Gold trimmings are very 
popular. A neckline and sleeve 
edge may be finished with a knitted 
band, about one inch wide, of mer- 
cerized or gold metallic braid. In 
fact the braid counters are full of 
suggestions in metallic effects and 
peasant colors that may be used on 
both silk and wool. 


When the trimming is not an 
actual part of the dress proper, 
then you may depend upon the but- 
ton and belt counter for a new note 
of distinction.

Civic Theater of St. Louis already is making plans for the summer 


E of 1939. 
The actors’ co-operative group, which built its own playhouse on the 


Sebago Club grounds in St. Louis County, gave 16 performances of four 
plays, had five sellout houses out of 16 and finished the season with a 
total attendance of approximately 8000 persons. While the figure is less 
than one night’s good attendance at Municipal Opera and indicates the 
amount of rivalry involved, it represents a sturdy foundation for the long 


wished-for actors’ theater in St. Louis. 

Next year the group hopes to give at least six plays, for six per- 
formances each, more than doubling the 1938 schedule. Twice this 
season the temptation to give extra performances was resisted in favor 


of “keeping to announced schedules 
rather than a deficiency of it. 


and having an excess of audience 


When its financial settlement is made in the next few weeks, there- 
fore, the Civic Theater will be able to pay small wages to some 35 
actors and 15 technical workers who helped in the four plays and will 
hold back a considerable nest egg to make improvements in the theater 
and get next year’s program started. 

Among physical improvements to be made, running water is to be 
brought in, parking facilities are to be enlarged and lighted walks to 
the theater provided, office space added to the stage structure and 
trellises erected to screen the backstage. A pavilion shelter, which will 
also serve as rehearsal space, is to be erected at the top of the hill and 
a permanent refreshment stand built. 

While only one performance was interrupted by rain and only one 
other rained out and postponed this year, the group does not expect any 
guch luck in another summer and will not bank on it, therefore the 
pavilion is one of the first works to be undertaken next spring. Some 
150 seats of the 56-cent grade may be added to the amphitheater’s pres- 
ent capacity of 660, but no more than that.

ficient rehearsal time, “Russet Man- 
tle’ was prepared in eight days, 
and “Private Lives” in two weeks. 
“VYolpone” had three weeks for re- 
hearsal but Gordon Sommers, who 
took the title role, had to get ready 
in five days. 

In performance, only katydids, 
crickets and wind in the treetops 
interfered and these difficulties 
were surmounted by installation of 
an amplifying system. 

The Civic Theater policy in the 
future will be to pay only the more 
experienced performers and mem- 
bers of the stage crew, letting 
minor players and staff helpers get 
experience as their reward. Ef- 
forts will be made to keep the bet- 
ter-trained St. Louis actors here in 
the summer and to call back some 
of those who have gone on the 
professional stage or into the 
movies. 

One of the season’s players, Syd- 
ney Busch, already has a part in

What Makes the Movie World Go Round

ILMS about Hollywood itself, 
F either kidding the development 

on the West Coast or taking it 
seriously, are not new. Although 
in most instances, Hollywood back- 
ground has been used to cut down 
On expenses, some deliberate efforts 
have been made to understand the 
community—as in the widely sepa- 
rated cases of “Once In a Lifetime” 
and “A Star Is Born.” 

“Boy Meets Girl,” a stage play 
written by a pair of screen play 
writers, Bella and Sam Spewack, 
and translated back into the lan- 
guage of the screen by the authors 
themselves, is another famous intro- 
spective experiment. It finds what 
makes Hollywood movies click—the 
fine formula of “Boy meets girl, 
boy loses girl, boy gets girl.” 

The audience which the comedy 
has already reached on the stage is 
a large one, but not a drop in the 
bucket compared to the hundreds 
of thousands who may see it on the 
screen. It is a pleasure to report, 
therefore, that the picture now at 
the Ambassador thoroughly delights 
movie patrons, that although they 
miss a little of it, they get nearly 
all and drown out dialogue with 
their laughter. 

Screen production has followed 
the stage play so closely that even 
the curtain climaxes remain. But 
there are many examples of supe- 
riority of the celluloid transcrip- 
tion, 

The cast is unquestionably supe- 
rior to the one that visited the 
American Theater. With James 
Cagney and Pat O’Brien as the 
zany authors whose antics so thor- 
oughly demoralize studio routines; 
Marie Wilson as Susie, mother of 
the baby star; Dick Foran, a real 
Western star, as a Western star, 
and Frank McHugh as Foran’s 
agent, there is no doubt that here 
is advantage the stage did not have. 

The camera can travel anywhere. 
It not only can chase up and down 
alleys between the sound stages, 
but can go also to a premiere at 
the Carthay Circle and show things 


which could only be talked about 
on the stage. 


The pranks now given to Cagney 
and O’Brien can be enlarged and 
improved upon. One of the most 
pleasing features of the picture is 
the return of Cagney to his home 
lot, in the kind of role he can 
play best. He is easily one of the 
most valuable players in . pictures. 
Only one complaint may be made— 
both he and O’Brien rattle off their 
speeches at such a speed that the 
audience finds them difficult to 
follow. Well qualified to be tobac- 
co auctioneers, the boys ought to 
be reminded they’re still. talking 
for entertainment buyers. 


“Army Girl,” available on the 
program with “Boy Meets Girl,” in- 
tends to show the pathos involved 
when tanks replace horses at 
Uncle Sam’s military posts over 
the country. Preston Foster is a 
tank jockey, H. B. Warner is the 
Colonel, sir, and Madge Evans is 
the Colonel’s daughter. Such a 
situation is full of one possibility. 
Shall we disclose the fact that Fos- 
ter and Miss Evans fall for each 
other, but that she has a daugh- 
ter’s loyalty to the Colonel? 

The double-biller is worth some- 
thing despite the boy-meets-girl, 
boy-loses-girl, boy-gets-girl con- 
tained in it. It has a very lively 


‘sense of humor, is aware of the

customer for steel, rubber, plate 
glass, nickel, lead and other basic 
materials. Behind-the-scenes ac- 
tivity in hundreds of parts plants 
this year is marked by unusual 
batteries of new equipment, and in 
some cases, complete new manufac- 
turing processes. For example, 
valves for some 1939 engines are 
being fashioned from a new silicon 
chrome steel, that offers far great- 
er resistance to heat and higher 
engine efficiency. These new parts 
involve an entirely different pro- 
cess, to produce enough valves for 
several luxury makes and at least 
one of the biggest producers in the 
popular-price field. More than 
200,000 of the new valves are be- 


early in September. 
Other significant changes that 
were necessary for new Plymouth 
models alone indicate what might 
be expected from the rest of the 
industry: At Newcastle, Ind., a new 
million-dollar tooling program just 
completed for Plymouth springs 
and suspension parts. At Kokomo, 
Ind., another half-million in new 
machines for gear-shifts and trans- 
mission parts. At Cincinnati, thou- 
sands of dollars more than previ- 
ous years for complete new tools 
required to make 1939 Plymouth 
headlamps. At Milwaukee and 
Cleveland, another quarter-million 
went into new tools and dies at the 
plants making frames alone. In 
Detroit, without counting changes 
at the closely-guarded assembly 
plant, recent preparations for the 
new Plymouth include: New mil- 
lion-dollar paint set-up in one body 
plant making coupe models. New 
six-million dollar factory, which 
can employ up to 1500 men on body 
mouldings and other internal body 
parts. Another half-million in re- 
quired changes at the forge plant 
where special Amola steel is first 
formed into Plymouth springs, and 
at fabric shops that are fashioning 
new 1939 upholstery designs.

Superfinishing may be defined as 
an extremely fine surface finish 
produced upon flat, round, concave, 
convex and other types of surfaces, 
either external or internal. It is 
achieved by a combination of short 
motions, light abrasive pressure, 
slow abrasive cutting speeds, hard 
abrasive stones and a lubricant of 
proper viscosity to eliminate the 
scratches and surface defects cre- 
ated by previous mechanical opera- 


ings; Toledo and Monroe for elec- 
trical equipment; New: England 
textile plants for upholstery fab- 
rics; Syracuse (N. Y.) for real axle 
parts, and many other sections of 
the country for aluminum, chemi- 
cals, paint and other raw materials 
or semi-finished parts. 

Despite the millions invested in 
new precision machines by the auto 
industry and parts suppliers since 
1929, the newest cars require more 
man-weeks of work per vehicle pro- 
duced, according to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. In 1937, each car 
took 5.7 man-weeks to build, which

The new process will be used on
